ROYAL LABOR COMMISSION. 

American Boot anil Shoe Manufactures Con- 
trasted- 

London, Feb. 4. — The members of the 
Royal Labor Commission expressed great 
surprise, to-day, at the evidence given by 
Mr. Single, a boot and shoe manufacturer, 
of Leeds, on the subject of imported and 
domestic boots and slioes. Mr. Single tea 
titied that the art of boot and shoe making 
in America is fifty years ahead of that in 
England owing to the use of improved mach- 
inery, Which cannot be taken advantage of 
by English manufacturers on account of the 
determined opposition of Trades .Unions to 
any innovations in the line of labor saving 
devices. American made shoes and boots, 
tho witness declared, are fully 
equal in quality, while being much 
cheaper, as compared with those of English 
production. The imports from America, 
already large, are rapidly growing. Tho 
prices are such as to leave the American 
manufacturer a good profit. Mr. Single 
naturally thought that if the commission 
could do something to convince the unions 
that it was to their interests to admit 
improved machinery in the factories and 
thus prevent the trade going to America, it 
would be a good thing for everybody con- 
cerned. The members of the commission 
stared at the witness, and then clearly indi- 
cated that what they had heard was a 
revelation. 



THE ABANDONED FLORIDA. 
Her Crew Safe on Hoard tho SS. Victoria. 

London, Feb. 4. — The steamship Britan- 
nic, of the White Star line, from Now York 
January 127 for Liverpool, which arrived 
hero to day, reports signalling, on Feb. 2, 
the British steamer Victoria, from Philadel- 
phia for Hamburg, The Victoria signalled 
that she had on board thu crew of the aban- 
doned Norwegian bark Florida. 

New York, Feb. 4. — The Florida was 
sighted in an abandoned condition in hit. 
44.50, long. 43.40, by the steamship Runic, 
which arrived here yesterday. Much anxiety 
hud been felt for the safety of the crow. 

THE INFLUENZA. 

Special Inquiry Ordered by the British 
Government. 

London, Feb. 4. — The Government has 
decided to order a special inquiry into the 
cause of the spread of influenza, instead of 
appointing a Royal Commission for that 
purpose, The inquiry to bo made will be 
full and critical.

ANOTHER MAN'S WIFE, 

Who Left, Home With Another Woman's Bus. 
bund and Her Own Husband's Cash. 

Another man's wifo was in town, yester- 
day, with another woman's husband. Tho 
parlies camo from ' tho Sound, and were 
traced to a popular hotel at Wellington. 
The hidy in question is said to have been 
married for the past ten years, and, during 
the absence of her husband, a commercial 
traveller, she is charged with having made 
lovo to a dashing fellow who cannot 
boast of fortune; profession, trade or uny 
other inducement but a good physique. 
When the lady left her home on the Sound, 
her husband was down South, and on his 
return he found tho houso empty. There 
aro no children, and even tho maid-of-all 
work bad left. On examining private ac- 
counts he, however, ascertained a shortage 
ill cash, and a number of bills, 
which ho did not anticipate. He 
at oucc set to work to ascertain tho where- 
abouts of his missing partner. That she 
had come to Vancouver Island ho managed 
to glean from enquiries, and thither lie pro- 
ceeded. When be got here- ho examined 
the hotel registers, but the gentleman's 
name (he knew him) did not appear on 
any of them. Ono autograph, however, 
struck him as suspicious, and ho enquired 
as to its proprietor, and that individual's 
personal appearance. The description given 
satistied him that bo was on the correct 

scent. Mr. and Mrs. had gone up 

country, and would probably bo found at 
Wellington. To Wellington tho irate hus- 
band went, and on the register of tho hotel 
called after the town-site was found a differ- 
ent nunio but like penmanship to that 
displayed on tho Victoria register. The 
lady and gentleman had disappeared and 
had returned to the capital. The husband 
retraced his steps, but there is not even a 
suspicion that any city hotel register lias 
been signed by the same party. Yet they 
are supposed to be in town, and will likely 
bo traced to-day. The mutter is in the 
hands of a local detective. 



THE JEWELRY ROBBERY. 



Arrest of Mrs. (Major) Osborne on 
Her Return From the Continent 
-Will She be Tried ¥ 



Every Elt'ort Put Forth to Stop Pro- 
ceedings— A Prosecution Hardly 
Likely. 



London, Feb. 4. — Mrs. Florence Ethel 
Osborne, connected with the famous jewelry 
robbery, was arrested, to-d.iy, at Dover, on 
the arrival of the steamer from Calais. The 
lady took her arrest calmly. Upon arrival 
at Calais, she gavo her proper name, and 
made no attempt to conceal her identity. 
During the voyago across the channel sho 
remained secluded, but was an object of 
much curiosity when she entered the steam- 
boat. When she landed, Mrs. Osborne was 
in travelling attire. She looked pale, but, 
on the whole, seemed rather bettor, physi- 
cally, for her journey abroad, and a by- 
stander at Dover, who evidently had seen her 
before, was heard to remark that she was 
prettier than ever. The police treuted her 
with courtesy, and she was under no appar- 
ent restraint. She was at once escorted to 
the Dover train and brought to London, ar- 
riving here at 1 1 o'clock to night. As the 
fact of her arrest was not generally known, 
there was not an unusual crowd at the sta- 
tion. Capt. Osborne accompanied his wife 
as far as London Bridge, whore he parted 
from her with evidence of deep sorrow and 
affection. As he walked away ho looked 
back repeatedly for a last glimpse of 
her. She was dressed in black and 
presented a good appearance. Mrs. 
Osborne spoke with tho detectives 
and did not seem four fill as to the result. 
She was taken to the police station at Cloak 
Lane for the night. She stated that she 
had been at Giaoors, in Normandy. Capt. 
Osborne is reported to have said that bis 
wife is full of courage and would endure 
such punishment as the courts might inflict 
without flinching or shirking. She would 
be content if the penalty imposed did not 
exceed ono year. Since the fact became 
known that Mrs. Osborne intended to sur- 
render to save her husband from the loss of 
his prospects in l he army, tho current of 
public opinion has set somewhat in her 
favor. It is stated that he will plead 
guilty to the charge of obtaining 
on false pretences from the jewelers, Messrs. 
Spink ,t Sons, tho live hundred and fifty 
pounds which he paid to her for the jewelry 
which sho stole from Mrs. Hargreaves. This 
charge is being pushed against her by the 
authorities of the city ot London. Whether 
additional prosecutions will be instituted 
for perjury and theft, does not rest with 
the city police, as those alleged crimes were 
not committed within the city limits. It is 
known that neither Major nor Mrs. Har- 
grcaves have any desire to bring further 
misery upon their former intimates, and it 
is said that Mrs. Hargreaves is plunged in 
grief about, Mrs. Osborne and is pining for 
her society. Whatever may be tho fact as 
to this, it is known that both Major and Mrs. 
Hargreaves, when approached on the subject 
of a prosecution for the robbery, said 
with emphasis that they would sooner 
spend a year abroad than have anything 
to do with such a step. A prosecution for 
perjury is, however, probable on the 
ground that the interests of public justice 
require it j but it is not believed that any 
movement in that direction lias been made. 
Mi*, Iveno Elliott, grandfather of Mrs. 
Osborne, has been sparing no effort, finan- 
cially, or otherwise, to secure his grand- 
daughter's release from the maze of trouble 
in which she has been involved. lie has, 
it is stated, offered to reimburse till parties 
who have been put to loss by her conduct. 
Mrs. Osborne will bo arraigned to-morrow 
for examination and held for trial at the 
Old Bailey. An attempt will probably be 
made to secure her release on bail, and in 
view of her voluntary surrender, it is 
thought that it will be successful.

Ottawa, Fob. 4. — A splendid victory, 
won in Prince Edward by a majority of 213, 
and the capture of Lennox with a majority 
of 31, comprises the Government duy's 
work in Ontario, and it is but tho prelude 
of the general result in this province. 

Hon. J. C. Patterson's nomination in 
West Huron has quite demoralized the 
Grits in that constituency, and his election 
on the 23rd instant is fully conceded by all 
who know the Riding. Even Jumos Trowe 
is shaking at the prospect in his constitu- 
ency. 

Two Customs officials of tho United 
States, stationed at Montreal for tho con- 
venience of Canadian travellers, have been 
arrested at tho instance of a party in Mon- 
treal for alleged conspiracy to ruin his 
business. Tho authorities ut Washington 
have expressed the desire that tbeir ollicers 
should bo protected, and tho Government 
here have accordingly instructed counsel to 
watch the ease on behalf of the American 
officials. 

Mr. Murray, Fontiac, wus unseated, to- 
day, and has no hope of being re-elected. 
Ho will probably appeal in order to secure 
this session's indemnity- 
Mr. Mercier says he will issue a manifesto 
as soon as Judge Jette's report has been for- 
warded to the Lieut. -Governor. 

Mr. Serjeant, general manager of tho G. 
T. R., bus issued a circular in which he in- 
timates a desire that no employee of the 
Grand Trunk Railway company take any 
other part than that of voting us he may 
think lit in the coming Ontario and Quebec 
elections.

It seems that Don 
Enrico Vizzaya, the official in question, is 
not a citizen of the United States, and has 
not been at bis post, ut Nior, for several 
months. Ho lias been living at Mctamoras, 
and it was bis house there, and not the 
official building, at Nier, that wus searched. 
He is, moreover, only a commercial agent, 
and not a consul. No action is likely to be 
taken by this Government, in view of these 
facts. 

Russian Famine Supplies, 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 4.— At a meet- 
ing of the general committee of the Russian 
famine fund, held at the Mayor's ollice, to- 
day, it was decided that Libao would be tho 
most available port in Russia at which to 
land supplies. A telegram was sent to 
Secretary Tracy, asking at what ruto the 
steamship Ohio can be granted from the 
Government to carry immediately a cargo of 
provisions from this port for Russian relief.

Divorced from an Opium Fiend. 

Brookings, S. D., Feb. 4.— Judgo An- 
drews, to-day, granted a divorce to Mrs. 
Olia da Silva Young, who belongs to the 
well-known da Silvu, fumily, for years pro- 
minent in Gotham society circles. Tho 
father of the defendant, Jesse Young, is tho 
late Lord Mayor and High Sheriff of Lon- 
don. The defendant is now thought to bo 
in Mexico. They were married at St. 
Thomas* church, Fifth Avenue, New York 
city, Juno 2nd, 1890. During the ceremony, 



the groom begun to act strangely, and from 
that time exhibited signs of insanity. Ho 
treated his bride shamefully, and their 
honeymoon lusted but a week; then bho- 
returned to her mother, with the cry : "1 
have married a madman." It is thought 
Young is an opium fiend, 

A Murderer gulrldeN Last Statement. 

New Orleans, Feb. 4. — F. G. Fitz.sim- 
mons, the Pittsburg "murderer, made a des- 
perate attempt to end his life, this morn- 
ing, in tho parish prison, by cutting his 
throat. Fitzsimmon8 was identified, yes- 
terday, and knowing that ho would have to- 
go back to tho scene of his critno, deter- 
mined to scok liberty through death. The 
doctors said tho man would probably die. 
Fitzsimmons left a letter, in which he says 
that, preferring death to imprisonment, he 
made up his mind to kill himself, which 
would prevent further mental worry and 
relievo his parents from further disgrace. 
Ho says his wife was improperly convicted 
in the Alleghany court house of murder in 
the second degree through the perjury of a 
detective and tho prejudice of tho judge 
and jury. He swears, before hurling him- 
self into eternity, that his wifo is innocent 
of the crime sho was convicted of, and says 
ho mudo his escapo from the Alleghany 
county jail because be knew beforehand 
that he would bo convicted. 

Rcrrluerntor Car Mileage. 

Chicago, Feb. 4.— Tho long-ngitated 
question of refrigerator cir mileago was 
practically settled by the Central Traffic 
Association, yesterday. All doubts wore 
removed that the Canadian Pacific had con- 
tracts ot the present rate of one cent a mile, 
to run for three years yet, and, after a 
thorough discussion, it was conceded to bo 
impracticable for the other lines to attempt 
a reduction to tho former ruto of three- 
quarters of a cent a mile. A resolution was 
adopted, to the effect that present mileage 
rates on dressed beef, and articles taking; 
dressed beef rates, be continued until 
changed by agreement. This probably dis- 
poses of tho question for three years. 

Shot By One or Ills Men. 

Chihuahua, Mexico, Feb. 4.— Advices 
havo reached here of the murder of Capt. 
Enrique Hernandez, of tho Fifth Regiment 
of Cavalry, at Ojinaga, in this State. 
Captain Hernandez is a brother of Col. 
Neives Hernandez, the Mexican Army 
officer who wus recently sentenced to bo- 
shot. Captain Hernandez was greatly dis- 
turbed on hearing the news of his brother's 
disgrace, and while in u surly mood severely 
repremanded Junn Gomez, a private ir* 
his troop. That evening ho was attacked 
by Gomez and shot dead. The murderer 
escaped to tho mountains, and has not been 
captured. 

Killed Out Tor FouIIiir. 

Newhuro, N.Y., Feb. 4. — A fight of 
eleven rounds occurred here last night iu a. 
barn near Wappingers Falls, Duchess Co., 
between George Wright, the Canadian 
light-weight champion, and George Strong, 
of California. Wright frequently 'disre- 
garded the Queensbury rules under which 
the battle was to be fought, by fouling 
Strong, and after repeated warnings referee- 
George A. Bunnell, of the Pastime Athlitio- 
Club, awarded the fight to Strong in the' 
eleventh round on a foul. Considerable 
money changed hands on the result, an 
Wright hud been a favorite in the betting, , 
which wus 100 to 00.

Arrest of the Supposed Murderer of Police ■ 
Chief lleuntssy. 

San Francisco, Feb. 4.— Antonio Lalla, 
u Sicilian, seriously, but not fatally, cut the 
throat of Mrs. Rose Oampagna, this after- 
noon, and would have killed her but for tho 
interference of un officer. The cutting was 
the result of u quarrel between the woman's 
husband and Domenico Parent!, Lulla's 
brother-in-law, who was lying in wait for 
Campagiiu. Lalla came here from Nov Or- 
leans about the time of the murder of Chief 
of Police Honnessy by tho Mafia. Ho has 
often boasted to Cnmpagna that ho was a, 
member of the Mafia, and Unit he was corn- 
polled to leave New Orleans because ho hud 
killed a" big man." He never stated who 
tho man was, und it was always believed by 
thoee who know him that lie was concerned 
in the murder of Chief Hennessey. The 
police will investigate Lalla's record very 
closely, lie has been arrested. .

M. Evarts, Cor- 
nelius Vunderbilt, J. Pirepont Morgan. Wm. 
K. Dodge, Andrew Carnegie, John Ulofllnj 
Win. Steinwuy, Augustus B. Juilliard, and 
John D. Rock feller. Tho committee will 
meet, to-morrow. Telegrams from lowit 
alone, to Miss Clara Barton, suy that 100 
cars of corn are now ready for shipment, 
and that u hundred carloads per week will 
follow. The trunk lines of railroads have 
volunteered for transportation to the sea- 
board, and, from present appearances, tho 
$73,000 usked for by the Rod Cross to trans- 
port supplies to Russia will be Bpeedily con- 
tributed.

A HELPING HAND 

To Be Ei'riidetl to Discharged Prisoners by 
a Society now la Formation. 

• A society to aid those just discharged 
from prison is now in course of formation in 
this city, and the grand minstrel entertain- 
ment, which takes place in the Victoria 
Theatre on Friday and Sa unlay, Feb. 'Jti 
and 27, is to secure the funds necessary to 
start the work, in order that people muy 
have some idea as to how the association is 
to be worked, it is advisable to give a few- 
part iculars. 

In the first place, a suitable building is to 
be tented and fitted up with bed loom?, a 
kitchen, a reading room ami an eating room, 
with a yard where euch work as splitting 
wood, etc., can he done. As long as any 
discharged piisoner remains in the Home he 
will be expected to at least support himself, 
either by wood splitting, cleaning windows, 
keeping gardens ill order, contracts for 
which will besought from the residents ol 
the city and neighborhood. It is expected 
that, worked on this principle, the hooieiy 
will do mujli towards making itself self- 
support ing. That stith a society is needed few 
wid dispuie.aiid it is notorious that prisoners 
on tin ir their discharge, have one or two 
places where they are sure of help und 
sympathy —given by those who led them to 
their ruin before, and with the determina- 
tion of doing so again. The greatest num- 
ber of prisoners are entirely without means 
or friends to advise them judiciously; the 
society about being formed will holdout a 
hand of help und sympathy to these men, 
ami will supply aa well as eecuio work for 
all who desire to have it. It is needless to 
say that only those will bo received or 
helped who can obtain u certificate of good 
character from Mr. John - anil none who de- 
cline to work will be assisted in any way 
whatever. There will be a committee ol 
ladies, and mor.l iullucncu will be brought 
to bear on the inmates, on suitable ocei- 
sions. Special efforts w ill be made to kei p 
those addicted to drink under the surveil- 
lance of the committee, Mouthful offenders 
will also bo taken in hand, with the magis- 
trate's consent, to save them from conta- 
mination in the jail, where there is no sep- 
arate treatment. The society will ask no 
questions as to religion, all being helped ir- 
respective of faith.

THAT ENQUIRY. 

In an article, in which there is a groit 
ileal moro scolding and vilification than 
reasoning, the Times endeavors to croato 
the impression that tho Government de- 
sires to keep school matters out of tho range 
of investigation. Tho Times knows very 
well that it is the fault of tho Opposition 
that a committee was not appointed on 
Wednesday to enquire into those matters. 
If tho members who supported Mr. Kit- 
chen's partisan resolution had been willing 
to do what is invariably done in such cases, 
if they had really wished to keep educa- 
tional matters out of politics, they would 
have agreed to place the matter in the 
hands of the committee named in Mr. Rob- 
son's amendment, they couUl have had a 
full and an impartial enquiry. But it is 
•evident, from the cottrso they pursued, that 
it was not an investigation, but a grievance 
that they wanted. 

It was not to bs expected that the ma 
jority of the House would agree to u com- 
mittee, three out of live of whoso members 
•were taken from the minority. To consent 
to such a committee would really amount to 
an expression of want of confidence in them- 
selves. It is the custom of the majority of 
tho House to have something like a cor- 
responding majority on nil committees. 
This is a practice that is so ldora, or never, 
■departed from. It is f iir, and no reason- 
able man complains of it. 

The reader will seo from a notice of 
notion placed upon the paper, yesterday, 
by the Hon. .John Robson, that there will 
ho an investigation into tho affairs of tho 
Department of jl'Mucation, during the present 
session. Tho Premier's prompt action will, 
no doubt, disappoint the grievance-mongers; 
but it will please fair-minded men in all 
parts of the country. 

There is in the Times' article a tirade 
against the Hon. Mr. Poolcy. We are sur- 
prised to see oven tho Times denounce that 
gentleman. He is known to be a man who 
would not act in an unjust, or an arbitrary 
manner towards any ono. The Times will 
find it hard to make those who know Mr. 
Pooley believe that ho treated Mr. Me- 
Leod rudely and unfairly, and did not allow 
him to justify the stand he had taken. The 
Principal of the High School was "simply 
asked to appear before the Council of Pub- 
lic Instruction and make an explanation, 
•ind every consideration was shown him 
and every facility permitted him to justify 
or explain- the stand he had taken." But as 
every ono now knows. .Mr. McLcod refused, 
distinctly and positively, to answer the rea- 
sonable questions which were put to him by 
tho Council of Instruotiou. We are not at 
all surprised that Mr. Pooley was indignant 
at the defiant attitude assumed by the Prin- 
cipal of the High School, and that when he 
refused to recognize the authority of tho 
Council its chair mm and other members 
came to tho conclusion that the time had 
come when all ofruial connection between 
tho Council and Mr. McLood should cease. 
This was tho natural and tho logical result 
of the course which Mr. McLcod had seen 
fit to pursue. 



really are. Tho result in Richelieu may 
have made tho impression on torno minds 
that Quebec is not with the rest of the 
Domionion in its attachment to British 
connection. Rut tho Richelieu election 
was in many respects exceptional. In 
Suicl, its chief town, the McGroovy in - 
Queuce is predominant, and MoGreevy was 
hound when he had the chance, to have 
his revenge on the party that exposed his 
boodling transactions, and that expelled 
him from the House of Commons. 
But it is worthy of note that in 
the rural districts of Richelieu the Govern- 
ment had gained good majorities ; but the 
influence of the disgruntled McGieevy at 
tho headquarters of the steamboat company 
of which ho is President, counteracted tho 
majorities given the Government candidate 
by the loyal habitants. 

Sotilanges is a French county, though 
the name of tho gentleman returned, Mr. 
Rain, might lead to tho conclusion that he 
is a Scotchman. Rut that does not at all 
follow. We have seen in Ottawa a Mac- 
Millan, who was French in everything but 
tho name, and a McKay, whose accent and 
appearance proclaimed that he had a good 
deal more French that Scotch blood in his 
veins. The traveller in Quebec will find 
Mclntyres, Stuarts, I'lairs, Armstrongs, 
Rosses, and others who bear distinctively 
Scotch names, who are, to all intents mid 
purposes, French-Canadians, and we have 
a stiong suspicion that Mr. Bain is one of 
this class. Most of them are tho descend- 
ants of part of a regiment of Highland sol- 
diers, who, three or four generations ago, 
settled iu Quebec among the French-Cana- 
dians.

Public education is causing trouble in 
Germany. The Government has introduced 
into the Prussian Legislature) an education 
hill which makes religious instruction oblig- 
atory. The measure, it appears, ia exceed- 
ingly Btringent, for it has evoked a very 
strong opposition. Tho Government de- 
clares that it is directed against atheism, 
hut the Liberals contend that it strikes a 
blow at religious freedom. Appearances in- 
dicate that Chancellor Caprivi, great as is 
his powor, will havo considerable difficulty 
iu carrying his measure through the Leg : s- 
luture. There is talk of his being obliged to 
comproniiso with tho Liberals. Hut tho 
Emperor has u very strong will, and when 
he once determines on a course it is not easy 
:to divert him from it ; and although tho

Our able contemporary, the Portland Ore- 
gnniau, says that the McKinley Act " was 
not intended to hurt Canada." That may 
bo so, but it cannot be denied that it con- 
tains just such provisions as would be in an 
act expressly intended to injure Canuda 
commercially. It raised the duty on almost 
everything that the United States imported 
from Canada to a height which is in some 
cases almost prohibitory, ami it imposed 
duties on commodities which, up to the 
time of its enactment, hail been permitted 
to enter the United States free. This is 
exactly which a country which intended to 
begin a war of tariffs with a neighbor would 
do. The United States Congress might 
have ontcrtuinid tho most friendly feelings 
towards Canada, commercially, when it im- 
posed these hostile duties, but it certainly 
took a very peculiar way of expressing its 
friendliness. A man may profess to have 
the highest regard for his neighbor, but 
when he locks his gate to keep him oil' his 
premises, and charges him for tho use of a 
pathway over which lie had al- 
ways travelled free, his expressions of 
good feeling and friendliness will not 
bo regarded as exactly sincere. If the 
Republican party feels well towards Canada 
with respect to matters of trade and com- 
merce, all that we can say is it has very suc- 
cessfully dissembled its love. 

Hut our Portland contemporary becomes 
more frank as it proceeds. It professes to 
care very little indeed for reciprocity with 
Canada, and it proves its sincerity by 
letting Canadians know on what terms the 
United States will be willing to trade 
freely with this Dominion. It says : — 

" The only reciprocity with Canada that 
the United States could tolerate is a 
complete customs' union, with common 
duties against Kuropo and absolute free 
trade between ours Ives. Such a union 
would profoundly disturb Canada's relations 
with tho mother country. The present 
Government does not make such a proposi- 
tion to Parliament; perhaps no Govern- 
ment would dare. The Liberals think they 
would ; but it is easy to be brave at a 
distance from the event. The actual res- 
ponsibility of power might change their 
attitude. In the meantime we are not dis- 
satisfied with present conditions. It is 
the Canadians that want reciprocity, 
not we. liut the only reciprocity we 
can give is complete reciprocity. We 
tire not going to give a market of 00,000,000 
for a maiket of 5,000,000, unless we get all 
of the hitter. 'The fact that full reciprocity 
might disrupt the British empire concerns 
us not at all. It is not our empire." 

This is the attitude of a very large pro- 
portion of the people of tho United States. 
The Liberal party of tho Dominion have 
been so urgent for reciprocity, they havo 
said so many foolish things about its im- 
portance to Canada, that our American 
neighbors have come to think that free 
trade with the United States is an essential 
condition of Canada's existence. They havo 
also been led to conclude that if tiiey hold 
back long enough Canadians will ho pre- 
pared to do anything to gain reciprocity, 
even to tho extent of forswearing their 
allegiance to Great Britain. But the eager- 
ness of the Liberals has led them astray. 
Canadians, it is truo, valuo a fair mcasuro 
of reciprocity very highly, but there aro 



It is not a littlo provoking to notice how 
glibly our neighbors across tho lino talk of 
"foreign poachers" in connection with tho 
sealing industry in Behring Sea. As is well 
known in all the cities of tho Sound, at any 
rale, there is littlo or no poaching done in 
that sea by foreigners. Sealers from British 
Columbia do not hunt the fur seal in what 
are lawfully the territorial waters of tho 
United States. They curofully keep outsido 
the three-mile limit. Wo know of no Brit- 
ish sealer who has been [caught doing what 
American fishermen aro known to be habit- 
ually guilty of on the eastern side of tho 
continent, namely, plying their vocation 
within a marine league of tho shore. ; Tliese, 
and only these, can with any approach to 
propriety be stigmatized as " poachers." 

To assert that the foreign sellers who 
hunt seals on the high seas a hundred miles 
or so from land are poachers i:i to take for 
granted what has never yet been proved, 
and what, iu our opinion, never can be 
proved. If, as our neighbors say, the for- 
eign sealers in Behring Sea tiro poachers, 
what is the object of the negotiations that 
have been going on between [Great Britain 
and the United States for years, and 
and what is to be settled by the "Arbitra- 
tion," about which we hear so much ? When 
it is' once established that a man owns a 
house or piece of laud, there need be no hes- 
itation or parleying about prosecuting the 
person who encroaches upon it, and who at- 
tempts to exercise the right3 of ownership 
in it, or within its bounds. Ho is at once 
set down as a trespasser, and tho only ques- 
tion is, how much damage shall he pay ? 
There need be no arbitration to give tho 
owner the right to prosecute. He sets the 
machinery of the law in motion against him, 
without any palaver, and, if the offence is 
proved, the trespasser must suffer the con- 
sequences. But it is very different with the 
foreign seal hunters in Behring Sea. The 
claim of tho United States to tho seals that 
swim in that sea, has not yet been estab- 
lished. The foreigner contends that he has 
as good a right to bunt and fish outside of 
three miles from the shore as has the Amer- 
ican or tho Russian, and it has nevor yet 
been shown that his contention is unsound. 
How then can our neighbors in Seattle and 
elsewhere, stigmatiz: foreign sealers iu 
Behring Sen as "poaehers?" Do they know 
more abont international law, and tho rights 
of the United States, than the authorities 
in Washington? Docs it not appear a littlo 
presumptuous in them to take upon them- 
selves to settle, offhand, a question that it 
has taken the diplomatists of both Great Bri 
tain and the United States years to con 
aider, without being able to come to a deti 
nite conclusion?

AN ATTACK ON_A LAWYER. 

Mr. 8. Perry Mills Assaulted en tho Steps of 
tho Supreme Court. 

Yesterday afternoon, J. F. Harbottle, 
contractor, went into the Supremo Court, 
and, after finding out where Mr. S. Perry 
Mills was, went up to him and entered into 
a conversation. Harbottle has proceedings 
pending for the recovery of §0,000 from 
Bishop Lemmens and Mr. M. Macdonald, 
and Mr. Mills has the case in hand for the 
latter.

The latter came out it 0, with somo 
friends, and had just cot on the pavement, 
when Harbottle made a rush at him, at tho 
mo time striking him several blows on the 
faca and head. He then chased him through 
the court verandah and down Langley 
jet, hitting him severely a number of 
times, until ut last Mills managed to get 
nway from his pursuer. Mr. Mills was 
severely damaged, and, when seen, stated 
that he was at a loss to know the reason of 
the savage attack. He intends to apply to 
the Chief Justice, this morning, to have 
Harbottle committed for contempt of court. 

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The C.I'.R. Determined to Improve Tlielr 
Interior Connections, 

The necessity of opening up the rich in- 
terior of British Columbia is not being over- 
looked by tho C.P.R. company. General 
Superintendent H. Abbott, now in the city, 
says that many extensions and new short 
lines are under consideration, and during 
the next week or so surveys from Revel- 
stoke to the head of Arrow lake will be 
undertaken.

FIFTH DAY. 

TlICBSDAY, Feb. 4. 
The Speaker took the chair at '2 o'clock. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Eberts presented a petition from Ro- 
bert li ving and others for u bill to con- 
struct und operate a railway from the city 
of Victoria to Saunich. The petition of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria for 
leave to present a private bill, was read and 
referred to the Committee on Private Bills. 

STANDING OOMMITTEKS. 
Tito following members of the House 
were nanied niembei 8 of the Committee on 
Mining: Meiers. Smith, Nason, Rogers, 
Stoddaid, Forster, Cotton, Grant, Macken- 
zie and Col. liukcr. 

Before the members of the Railway com- 
mittee were named, 

Hon. Mr. BEAVKM said ho thought tho 
Railway committee was too large, and sug 
gtsted to the Provincial Secretary the idea 
of reducing the number of members. 

Col. Baker said that when the Railway 
committee was first formed the idea was to 
havo tho majority of the members of the 
House upon the Railway committee, in or- 
der that, when Railway bills should be pre- 
sented, there should be no material amend- 
.irtent to be in tde in committee of the whole. 

Hon. Mb. Kobson thought it would be 
better to reduce the quorum, than to re- 
duce the number of members, as in that case 
no one who « us not present at the meetings 
of the committee could justly complain of 
not having been consulted. Ho did not 
think it would bo wise to go back on the 
general principle that the Ifouse should be 
to a greater or less degree, guided by the 
committee on railways, because the com 
mittee had power to examine papers, maps 
and witnesses, and were therefore able to 
place the matter in a much more intellicent 
way before the Houbc. 

Mr Semlin said he did not approve of 
the principle of reducing the quorum us the 
House would of necessity be more or less 
controlled by the report of the committee, 
and it would not do to have the Ifouse con- 
trolled by live mi mbn's. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said this discussion had 
arisen out of the neglect of the real prin 
ciple in view when tho Railway committee 
was first formed, which principle was that 
the House should bo, as a general rule, 
guided by the report of tho Railway com- 
mittee. But in this Legislature that rule 
had not been followed. He thought that 
tho committee should stand as at present. 

Mr. Booth supported ihe stand made by 
the Premier, claiming that his (the Pre- 
mier'if) reasons why the committee should 
stand as constituted, were sound. 

Coj,. Bakek referred to the practice 
in the Di minion und British 
Houses of Commons, and said 
that af'cr having heard the arguments ad 
vanced by the leader of the Government, he 
was quite willing to agree that the commit 
tee should remain as formerly constituted. 

The following gentlemen were then named 
members of the [inilway committee, viz: 
Messrs. Baker, Booth, Smith, Rogers, Kb 
erts, Stoddart, Nason, Punch, Croft, Home, 
Kitchen, Anderson, Sword, Cotton, Kellie, 
Dr. Milne, Blown und Grant. 

THE SCHOOL ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved the suspension 
of tho rules of the House, for the purpose 
of introducing the following motion : 

"That a select committee, composed of 
Messrs. Baker, Hall, Croft, Brown and Cot- 
ton, bo appointed for tho purpose of en- 
quiring into : 

"1. The cancellation of tho teacher's cer- 
tificate held by .John 1'. McLeod. 

"2 All tho circumstances connected with 
the granting of temporary certificates from 
July last till the present time; with po ver 
to call for persons, and all documents bear- 
ing on the different subject 1 ", examine wit 
ne.sses, and report to tins Home from time 
to time, and make such recommendations 
us they deem proper." 

He said- 1 imko this motion, Mr. 
Speaker, because we on this side of the 
House regret very much the result of a 
resolution moved in this House, yesterday, 
by the member for Westminster district, 
and on a division of the House voted 
down. As f was pointed out yesterday, 
the Government is just as anxious us any 
one in this House to h ive an investigation 
into the McLeod matter, but the Govern 
mon t wish to have that investigation carried 
out by a committee fairly representing this 
House, not by a committee composed ol 
members of the House hostile to the 
Government, or who might be presumed to 
be hostile to the Government and to have 
prejudged the case, and wo on this side of 
the House therefore felt it necessary and 
expedient to oppose that motion. There 
was also a matter in that resolution that 
was regarded by the Government to be 
unwise end unnecessary to enquire into by 
a committee of the House, as was 
suggested, and inasmuch as my amendment 
to tbut motion was at the time ruled out of 
order by tho Speaker, we were obliged to 
vote down the original resolution, with 
which we could not agree. I regret very 
much, and all hon. gentlemen on this sii'.eof 
the House regret very much, that it should 
have been necessary to vote down the orig- 
inal resolution introduced by the member 
for Westminster district (Mr. Kitchen). I 
urged him, in fact pleaded with him to 
withdraw the motion which the House 
would not accept, and which on being re- 
fused would practically close the 
doors completely against any enquiry 
into the matter for this session at 
least That, hon. gentleman, however, 
had been unfortunately ill-advised by the 
leader of the Opposition, and — 

Hon. Mr. Heaven— That is not so. I 
gave — 

H«n. Mr. ROBSON — It is on record that 
the leader of tho Opposition advised the 
member for Westminster district not to 
withdraw the bill. I saw in the Colonist 
this morning, and besides have a distinct 
recollection of hearing him say, "no, no." 

Hon. Mn. Heaven — The leader of the 
Government must bo mistaken about that, 
for I never interfered in the mailer, no, not 
one iota, and the report — I taw the report in 
tho Colonist of what was attributed to me 
and wondered how it had got there and 
concluded, and cannot think of any way in 
which it could have got there, but that the 
ben. leader of tho Government wrote it 
himself. 

Hon. Mr. Robson* — Of course if the leader 
of the Opposition says he did not make the 
suggestion attributed to him, I linikt accept 
bis statement In all candour, but can assure 
him that I hud nothing to do with it, in 
fact when I read the Colonist, this morn- 
ing, it confirmed my own recollection ol 
what had transpired, but I now accept the 
the lion, gentlemen's statement that he did 
not use those words. My recollection 
is that bo did tay the words, bui 
1 nm bound to take his statement. 
I think, at miv rate, tint the member for 
Westminster district acted very unfortu- 
nately in having forced a vote upon his 
rrsolu'ion, und my object now is to touicdy 
b'jub unfortunate uiUUko. I am going to 



ask the unanimous consent of the House to 
the suspension of the rules of order, to per- 
mit this resolution, which I have now read, 
to be considered. It is practically the same 
us the amendment I moved, yesterday, to 
the original motion on the matter. 1 move 
this now for tho same reasons that I gave 
yesterday, when the whole matter was gone 
into, viz. : that the Government is deuiious 
that there should bo a fair, full and free 
opportunity of investigating the whole 
action of the Government in the matter. I 
do this broattse I feel that tho Opposition 
newspapers in this province have been en- 
deavoring, and have partially succeeded in 
creating a feeling in the public mind, to a 
certain extent, hostile to tho workings of 
the School Act and its administration, and 
the wish of the Government is that their 
actions, in this respect may be fully investi- 
gated, in order to remove the poisonous 
impression that has thus gone abroad. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mu. Kitchen denied having been adv.jod 
by the lender of the Opposition in any wav te \ A . 
tive to his motion. l£e was now cor.vinced 
that tho Government was desirous, of shirk- 
ing an investigation, and this ffc'jling made 
him more anxious than evee that there 
should 1m a select c immitteo appointed to 
enquire into the whole matter. 

Hon. Mit. Heanen said that he could see 
no good that, would result from a suspension 
of the rules in order to allow this motion to 
be put in. There was a right and legal way 
to bring in the motion, and tho session was 
still young, so that there need be no es- 
{ eoial anxiety on the part of the Govern- 
ment to hurry the matter through. 

Hon. Mr. RolisiiN said that ho would 
have supposed, from what had been said 
yesterday, that every hon. gentleman on 
the Opposition side of t'>o House would 
have been only too glad to support and ap- 
prove the course he proposed to take. If 
any member wished to amend the motion he 
could do so once the rules were su.-pended. 
He thought thai, irr view of their burning 
desire for an investigation (laughter ) they 
would have been only too anxious to have 
had the rules suspended to push 
the matter through. He hoped that no hon- 
orable gentleman would compel him to go 
through the red tape performance to get at 
the investigation, so anxious did the mem- 
bers of I he Opposition claim to bo to have 
the enquiry made ot once (applause) 

Mr. Kitchen enquired if, in c.ise ho con- 
rented to the ru'es being suspended and the 
Premier's motion carried, the select com- 
mittee appointed would have power to call 
for papers. 

Hon. Mu. Davie replied, yes. If tho 
House considered it necessaiy an expert re- 
examination of the papers could be made. 
Tho commit tee would have full power to 
call for and examine persons, books and 
papers. He wonted to see a full and search- 
ing enquiry made. The resolution moved 
by the member for West minster district had 
been voted down b cause the com in it tec 
named was not a fair and unbiased one 
The Premier had taken the action he hail in 
order to have the matter fully cleared up, 
and that without any further delay than 
wus absolutely necessary. He also recalled 
the explicit warning ihu Premier had givtir 
the member for Westminster district, of the 
consequences of forcing hist motion of the 
previous day, to a vote. 

On a ruling being asked for 

Mit. Sl'EAKEK said that the previous reso- 
lution, (Mr. Kitchen'.-), which was nfgi- 
tived, might he rescinded by passing a simi- 
lar motion, hut with substantial variations. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson said he simply want, d 
to know if the House would unanimously 
allow a suspension of the rules, in order to 
facilitate the investigation. 

Mu. Keith enquired if he had a right to 
speak on the question. 

Mr. Speaker replied — Only on the ques- 
tion of the suspension of the rules. 

Me. Keith— Then if that's the case the 
Premier anil the Attor ney-General seem to 
be going away outside the limits 

Mu. SPEAKER — No, tiny have not. 
When they do I'd call them to order. 

Mu Semlin said that he for one would 
not consent to the rules hiii-g suspended 
so that the motion should be brought in. 
He thought the usual practice should be 
followed. 

Mr. Seeakek sai.l that ono member hav- 
ing objected, the iules could not be sus- 
pended. 

MOTION OCT Of ORDER. 

Mb. Speaker informed the member for 
Westminster ( Mr. Brown) that the morion of 
which notice had been given to provide that 
the Government sl.ou d ^.uarauice interest 
upon bonds and debentures of different 
municip iltties in the Provirue, wis out of 
order, in that it entailed a charge upon the 
revenue of the Province, 

T [IE QUEER CASE. 

Mr. Anderson intved that his motion 
re Sum. Greer's claim t. > certain lands on 
Kngl.sh liiy should lie struck off th<s order 
piper. He was convinced the motion 
Would not carry, and since he could do Mr. 
Greer no good, he wished to do Inm no 
harm. 

TliO order was struck off. 

NEW HOUSE RULES. 

Mu. Brown moved, seconded by Mr. 
Cotton. "That tho rules, orders, ami forms 
of proceedings for the regulation of the 
business of this House, framed during the 
recess, he referred to a Select committee 
consisting of the II in. C. 10. Pooley und 
Messrs. Ueaven, liberts, Booth, Sword and 
the mover, for considerat ion and report to 
this House." Ho said that, if too tale lo 
adopt these rules this session, they should 
be got into shape for next session. 

Mil. SPEAKER said that he hopsd the new 
rules would be accepted by iho Hou-e so as 
to be adopto I at the close of the session for 
use next session. 

SALE OF CROWN LANDS, 

Hon. Mr. Heaven moved, seconded by 
Mr. Grant, "li'or a return showing the 
section of the Act under which the hind was 
purchased, the number of the Crown grant 
(if any), the name, ucreage, price per acre, 
and ilisliict, from which the sum of $243,- 
551, 4'J has been received at the 
Treasury from I he salu ot Crown laud 
for the fiscal year 18D0 01. He 
said that in the eatlicr days of the 
Provincial Parliament it used to be a regu- 
lar thing to get such returns as thesu as a 
matter of course, but of late this hud not 
been done, possibly because with the growth 
of the province the business of the land de- 
partment had greatly increased, and the 
sales were much more numerous. He 
thought, however, that a return should be 
sent down every session, as the matter con- 
tained would be most useful infer rnati.-n for 
members of the House who were, of couise, 
inxtuus to know how much land was being 
soil orid what price it brought. This in- 
formation, loo, wns necessaiy lor the House 
in order that iho u.eiiiln is might ecu lor 
i hcmselves how the various sections ol the 
Land Act were working. Under 1 he pie- 
sent tic, he thought ti.e speculators hud 
he prior light over the pi emptor, 
whereas, under the old Land Ac, the pie

Hon.. m.r. Bkavkh— Tho evil did not 
exist thr.n to ao great an extent as at 
l lre 'jcnt. He argued that the great evil of 
K idling public lands had arisen out of the 
sooti. n of tho Land Act which permitted 
the sale of unsurveyed public lauds. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon* said tint the Govern- 
ment would offer no objection to the motion, 
but he hoped the hon. leader of the Opposi- 
tion would nit be so impatient this session 
as ho was last session, as tho 
return would necessarily bo a valu 
minous one, and it would take some 
time to get all the information in shape to 
present lo the House. So far, too, as the 
criticism of the hon. leader of the Opposi- 
tion was concerned, he would Buy that he 
thought they would have come in more suit 
ably later on, when the proposed amend 
merits to tho H ind Act were before the 
House for discussion, and then, if tho h 
gentlemen opposite were not satisfied, they 
could condemn the Government for the 
course they had pursued. So far as the sale 
of unsurveyed crown lands was cmcerned 
ho would say that this policy was initialed 
in 1873 by the Government, of w hich the 
present leader of the Opposition was leader, 
and tho system was also introduced then by 
which agents were allowed to preempt hind 
instead of actual settlers. Tho various Gov 
ernmonts, from time to time, had niide 
amendments to that law, and in the dircc 
t ion of greater stringency, During the p est 
year there had, perhaps, not been mote than 
a dnzni crown giants issued, although thero 
were a largo number of claims, but the law 
allowed six months after the two months no- 
tice had be< n given, irr order to complete ihe 
purchase, and, of court e, there were u 
number of claims still uncompleted. So 
far as the increase of revenue was con- 
cerned, that from the Lund Department 
was chielly attributable to the large 
amount of townsite land so'il at a much 
higher ratd that wild land usually brought. 
The principle of the Government selling 
public lands, was ono which was a very 
complex one, and VaS especially debatable. 
.If the land was sold and taken out of the 
Province, it would bo a different matter, 
but it must be remembered that the land 
was only sold to remain in the Province, 
and on being sold, it In c unci taxable, so 
ihut for a great number of years, the 
people would receive wdiat was practically 
the interest on the principle. 

Hon. Mr. Tl'RNKR took issue with the 
lion leader of the opposition on I he matter 
of the increase in tho public revenue hav- 
ing been due to increased sales of land, 
liy reference to the public accounts, he 
said, it would be seen that tho increase was 
not more due to this than to ol her causes. 
To institute n ompariso", in I8S6 tire total 
revenue hud been $037,000, and the land 
sales 587.000, showing a revenue from other 
sources than laud sales of $446,000. In the 
pas' fiseal year the total revenue had been 
§957,000, of which some §212,000 was de- 
rived from land sales, leaving Ihe revenue 
from othi r sources some $715,000, a consid 
erable increase over the sum of $440,000, 
which was the revenue in 18S0 from all 
sources other than land sales. This was 
evidently a direct increase. To go back 
still further, to ISSI, the total revenue had 
been §307,000, of which some 810,000 had 
been from land sales, leaving direct revenue 
of $279,000, whereas the direct revenue fur 
the prt sent year was ?7lo 0U0 in round 
numbers. It was therefore not right to 
attribute to land sdes tho evident and 
rlitect increase in tho revenue which was 
shown to have increused independent of, 
and outside of, the I mil sales. (Applause.) 

Hon Mr. Heaven said that tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works (Hon. 
Mr. Vernon) was mistaken in saying that 
the system of telling public unsurveyed 
lands whs introduced by his (Mr. lie venV) 
Government, irr 1S73. That svstem was in 
vogue in lSlio, when British Columbia was 
a Crown colon v. 

Hon. Mn. Vernon, irr replying to the 
'enrl-r of the Opposition, said that tho Act 
of ISOo had been repealed in 1870, and was 
a en in render' d opeia'ive by the Govern 
merit of the day, in 1873, when the leader 
of the Opposition (Hon. Mr. Beaven) was 
premier. 

The motion was carried, 

THE 0CN8I rrirrioN ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie movtd the second read- 
ing of the Constitution Amendment Hill 
(No. 2). He explained that 1 he s' a' ute lie 
proposed to amend was copied from an old 
English statute, which had since been 
amended. As the law now stood, 
it was illegal for the Government 
to buy from or sell to any 
joint slo.k company, even the smallest arii- 
ele, and, from time to time, it had hi en 
found that the present act placed undue and 
unnecessary restrictions upon the Hou-e. 
He thought it was wise, at the pre 
sent time, lo remove the chance of any 
ditliculty arising. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven was willing to accept 
the amendment, but thought that directors 
of companies should be excluded. There 
was, he sii id, a vast difference hotwten a 
dbeotor and a shareholder. Tho latler 
might have nothing whatever to do with 
tho management of the company, even al- 
thnugh he might own some Block. 

The bill was read a second time, and will 
be committed on Monday. 

THE MAGISTRATES AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the S'ond read- 
ing of the Magistrates Amendment Bill, 
(No. 3 ) He explained the provisions of the 
Acr, and said that it would he necessary to 
cancel all present commissions us Justicts 
of Ihu Peace, and to appoint them all anew. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said ho did not wish 
to appear as being unduly suspicious but 
pi ople in this world could never see them- 
t elves in exactly the eaino light us o hcr 
people saw them.

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CHINESE KEBELLION PUT DOWN- 

Horrible Butchery of Defeated Innurgonta by 
lmiitilul TroopB. 

Chinese papers to Jan. 1!) toll of the, 
issuance of tin imperial decree January 4, 
announcing tliu overthrow of the rebels 
nt Ngo-hon-clii, Ilsiachangkus and Pai- 
tae-fu, in N irthern China. The decree 
status that the imperial forces, under 
Geuerul Nieh Szshing and others, made a 
combined attack on Pai-tso-fuo, tlie old 
oentro of the rebellion, December 18. 
The town was curried by storm, and 
Wang Oiling and other rebel chiefa killed. 
Cavalry pursued the fleeing rebels, kill- 
ing ISUO of them and capturing a Luge 
number of gnus, horses and ammunition. 
At Hsiachnugkus the rebels tied on i ho 
cannon of tlto imperial forces opening 
fire. Wang Fau and two other rebel 
chiefs were killed on the Hold of battle, 
as were also 1,0U0 of the rebels, who 
■were hunted down and put to the BWoid 
without reserve. [long Tek Kwong stra- 
tegical adviser of the rebels, was captured 
alive. The emporor rccommei did for 
promotion a number of generals who dis- 
tinguished themselves on that occasion. 

On January 7, a second decree was is- 
sued, stating that the troops under gen- 
erals Yu Luk and Ting An had obtained 
a series of victories and succeeded in sup- 
pressing t he insurgents at Cahoyang. Too 
main b. dies of the r. bels had boon ex- 
terminated, and the troops were at the 
time engaged in hunting the fugitive 
rebels. From December !> to 22 six en- 
gagements took place at various points, 
resulting in the defeat of the rebels in 
every case. K nkoutse, the stronghold, 
was broken up and the roinuiander-m- 
chief of Vansunfa and 300 rebels cap- 
tured, together with groat quantities of 
stores of war. Other rebels fled to the 
ci'y of Ufan, but. villi the help of the 
Chili troops, who wore proceeding to the 
scono from tho eastward, it was thought 
that tho imperial forces on tho ground 
would have no diilieulty in exterminating 
them. Tho disturbances in the province 
of Kweichow have been subdued. A 
number of tho rebels were killed and tho 
ringleaders captured and decapitated.

ABOUT SU1U1DK. 

Dr. Rlc&nrdson Delivers an Interesting Ad- 
dress on the Subject. 

Dr. 15. W. Richardson lectured re- 
cently before the Sunday Lecture Socie- 
ty, a' St. Gocrg-'s Hall, London his 
subject being "Tho Anatomy of Sui- 
cide." He divided his lecture into three 
portions— (1) Facts, (2) Causes, (3) Rem- 
edies. He said that throughout tho 
world there were about 180,000 suicides 
por annum, or about twelve in every 
100,000 people. Tho best records of any 
Slate wore thoso of Massachusetts, whore 
all the cases of deaths other than natural 
were reported on. M ro mules I ban 
females committed suicide in that State ; 
and while ihe method of the former was 
by lireirma or wounding, women goner- 
ally adopted the gentler method of pois- 
oning. Suicides varied much in number 
in different races, the Jews having the 
smallest, while Deumaik and Scandina- 
via ranked among the highest ; but in 
every con try there were certain locali- 
ties that produced more than others. The 
stasoi.s produced dili'erent results, and 
dull » eathor increased thu numbers. In 
England the greatest number of suicides 
occurred from March to August, and for 
some reason the last four days of J uue 
always gave thu heaviest returns. Tiio 
minimum was in February, and that was 
the same in America. Suicide was more 
cumin n among Protestants than Human- 
ists. It increased with education, and 
also spread with railways and telegraphs. 
Any exciting cause led to an inciease, 
and it has been noted that it was frequent 
at tho end of great wars. As to occupa- 
tion and wealth and poverty there had 
been no connection traced. Am ng males 
the greatest number of suicides occurred 
between the ages of thirty and forty, and 
among females between twenty and thir- 
ty. It was more common among widows 
than married women, and was further 
moro frequent among widowers. As re- 
garded causes, there were 1 1 bo consid- 
ered tho predisposing and the determin- 
ant causes. There were occasionally 
hereditary tendencies ; and of the deter- 
mina it causes the must frequent was al- 
cohol. Then second in the number came 
religious doubts and fears — tho desire to 
know the worst of eternal punishment at 
ouce rather than live dreading it. Here 
those who believed in tho efficacy of 
priestly absolution had undoubtedly the 
advantage. With regard to the reme- 
dies, and tho overcoming of thoughts of 
suicide, Dr. Richardson sail the chief 
points were u temperate life without 
alcohol, tho avoidance of gambling, or 
tho struggle for wealth, and also those 
controverted religious dogmas for which 
there was no reasonable answer.

DYING: ON THE STREETS. 

Tito Yellow Fever Plague overcrowding the 
Cemeteries. 

New York, Feb. 4.— Capt. Yarker, of 
tho steamer BufFon, which arrived to-day 
from Brazilian ports, says that the health of 
Santos and other sea ports is terrible. It is 
impossible too estimate the deaths from yel- 
low fever. People drop down in the streets 
and lie where they fall until they die. 
Every cemetery is overcrowded, and the 
neighboring fields are being utilized for the 
purposes of burial. The coast section of the 
country is in a general stato of demoraliza- 
tion. It is a common sight, the Capt. says, 
in the streets of Santos and Bahia, to see a 
dozen of dead or dying men and women 
lying in the roads in one Equare. 

.Iiihn li. Snltlviiu Again on the. Bnntpnse. 

DENVER, Col., Feb. 4.— John L. Sullivan, 
the pugilist-actor, is in this city with his 
company, lie has been on a big tear ever 
since arriving in the city. The big chain 
pion surrendered to Bacchus, last night, and 
left the Broadway theatre where he. was 
acting, and visited the Tabor Graud, -where 
Stuart Robson was holding forth. Sullivan 
fought his way to the stage in tho midst of 
u scene, and seizing Robson 's hand exclaim- 
ed : "Shake with honest hearts and willing 
hands !" As the audience "caughton" they 
raised a great applause, and Sullivan started 
to make his little speech, but was removed 
hy the stage hands. An account of tho af- 
fair was published in a morning paper and, 
to-night, John is hunting for the reporter 
who wrote the article, but with very poor 
prospects of finding him. 

The Cuban Flour Trade. 

Wasiiimiton, Feb. 4.— The reduced duty 
on American flour imported to Cuba, under 
the reciprocity treaty, went into effect 
January 1st last. Consul General Williams 
telegraphs the State Department that the 
receipts of Hour at the port of Havana for 
the month of January last was as follows : 
From the U.S., 02,371 sacks; from Spain, 
none. The receipts for the month of Janu- 
ary, 1891, were: From tho U.S., 2,720 
sacks; from Spain, ,'18,490 bags. The ex- 
ports of flour to Cuba from the ports 
of New York, New Orleans, Mobile, 
anil Key West, in January, 18!)2, amounted 
to 07,478 barrels or sucks.
